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OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
: Lonpon, Juhe 6, 1856, 

Dear “ Sptrit”—Never before has London had so exciting a week as the 
past. What with the Derby and Oaks, peace rejoicings and illumina- 
tions, not only London, but the country has hada holiday, such as will 
not occur again, perhaps, fer centuries. The Epsom Summer Meeting, 
always of the greatest importance, has been much enhanced this year 
from the large number of strangers and country people in town who 
came up to make a week of it, and enjoy a treat such as never before 
offered. 

Tne Derby day, of course the most important of the week’s races, sus- 
tained atreble influx of visitors to what had been usual the past few 
years, besides being honored by the presence of Prince Albert, Prince 
William of Prussia, and an illustrious party of nobility. Wednesday 
morning, which was looked for with the greatest degree of excitement, 
opened lowery, but by ten o’clock turned out bright and sunny, inducing 
thousands to wend their way towards the Downs. The road showed all 
the pomp and circumstance of its former glory, and four-horse drags, 
mail phawtons, barouches, coaches, omnibusses, and carriages, were 
coached along in crack style, while the less showy gigs, wagons, chaises, 
andeven donkey carts, kept pace with the mass of moving vehicles, 
amid the most uproarious fun and regular Derby day chaff. The road is 
the thing, and no mistake, for the enjoyment of this grand national holi- 
day, and thousands of vehicles, filled with gaily dressed and high spi- 
rited ladies and gentlemen, showed how great was the appreciation. 
The road could not have been in finer condition, as a soaking rain the 
night previous had well laid the dust, and although delicate young men 
sported their light overcoats,and blue veils as dust protectors, they 
served as guod marks for the chaff of others, who spared not their lungs 
whenever an opportunity offered. An unusually large body of policemen 
were noticed along the road, who only insisted in keeping carriages in 
line, and this being an unusual circumstance fora Derby day, caused 
many an inquiry as to the reason. The police, however, as if enjoined 
to secresy, gave no answer, but looked stern, until some one cried out, 
“He is coming !” which at once caused further surmise, but after a time 
allanxiety was satisfied by seeing mounted pelice and royal outriders 
approaching at a slapping pace, followed by four open carriages, con- 
taining H. R. H. Prince Albert, Prince Frederick William, of Prussia, 
H.R.H. the reigning Prince of Baden,and Prince Earnest of Leinin- 
gen, with a brilliant staff in attendance. The Royal party was most 
loyally received and loudly cheered, a compliment. which was well ap- 
Preciated by them andacknowledged. The visit of this illustrious party 
was the cause of a great deal of comment, as the last visit of Prince Al- 
bert was some nine or ten years since, known as the “Little Wonder” 
year—this horse, being a rank outsider, winning, much to the astonish- 
ment of all interested in the result. Racing men, ever fond of coinci- 
dences, were surmising if such an unexpected result would occur on this 
occasion, and the result shows there is someting in it. 

Arriving on the Downs, we took up a position immediately in front of 
® Grand Stand, having a fine view of the course, especially the start

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ond Lord Derby’s Fazzoletto took first position. Shortly 
o'clock (the first bell rang for clearing the course, when a 





body of policemen, fifteen abreast, walked up and down in front of the 
grand stand, scattering the immense body of spectators along the lines 
with surprising rapidity, leaving the running ground clear, which 
stretched out for nearly a mile between two immense, masses of vehicles 
and spectators, like a bright green belt. At this time a more gay and ani- 
mated scene it would be almost impossible to imagine. The sun shone 
forth in all its glory, as if smiling on the shifting shadows of the sur- 
rounding landscape. The horses that were tocontend for the grand 
stakes galloped up and down the course, the admiration and remark of 
all. Now Wentworth was cheered, then Fazzoletto, then Yellow Jack, 
or some others whose pretentions gave confidence to their party, but the 
exciting moment arrived, and all eyes followed towards the starting post. 
A few moments, and a shout arose, ‘‘They’re off!” buta false start soon 
turned their noses back again, and once more the flagman was seen 
walking them slowly along in line. In breathless silence the flag dropped, 
a simultaneous shout again arose, ‘*They’re off!” and away they went. 
Coroner at once took the lead, and at a slashing pace soon opened a gap, 
but the cry was, ‘‘He’s going too fast—he’ll lick himself!” which proved 
the fact, as on getting up the hill Aleppo rushed up and took the lead 
from Coroner, with the ruck well up. As they rounded Tattenham 
corner, Yellow Jack began todraw forward, went up to Vandermulin, 
raced head and head for some distance, when be was challenged by El- 
lington, who took away the lead, and passed the grand stand ahead, 
winning easily by a length, Yellow Jack second, and Cannobie third. As 
the horses came in the intense excitement of the mass broke forth with 
tremendous cheers for Yellow Jack, nor was it until the numbers went 
up the crowd could decide on the winner. On No. 12 being raised the 
point was settled, and referring to ‘*Dorling’s Correct List,” Admiral Har- 
court’s Ellington, by Flying Dutchman, proved the lucky horse. The re- | 
sult was a great surprise to the ring, as notwithstanding some months 
ago Ellington’s chances were considered among the best, his bad per- 
formances at Chester had‘sent him back in betting till he was almost en- 
tirely deserted, and at the start was hardly named, the odds against him 
being such asto discourage the laying of any aniount on him. His 
party, however, are large winners, as, having got on some time since at 
good odds, they were unable to “‘hedge off,” and many unexpectedly be- 
came winners of large amounts. Mr. Howard’s Yellow Jack has been 
singularly unfortunate in his late contests, this being the third time, 
within the past few weeks, of his coming in second in three impofttant 
races, the Two Thonsand Guineas, Chester Cup,and Derby; but his 
running has proved him a horse of unustal- bottom and strength, and he 
will, no doubt, yet do something to repay the losses of his many staunch 
supporters. The field this year was composed of twenty-four horses, 
and the value of the stakes close upon £6000. Soon after the great race 
was decided, a tremendous biack cloud was seen rising from the West, 
and just as the carriage folks were beginning to enjoy their champagne 
and chicken fixins down came the waters like 2 second deluge, putting 
an end to all further sport for the day. The accommodation at this time 
was net half sufficient for such an immense crowd, in consequence of 
which many amusing and ludicrous scenes occurred. The booths were 
crowded to their utmost, waiters could not move round to serve those in 
want, umbrellas and India-rubber ciothing were in great request, ladies 
were being drenched in their carriages, while those who came by rail 
were rushing towards town through pools of water and puddies of mud. 
A grand move was made for home, the roads were soon blocked up, and 
“chaff” showered without intermission until reaching home. 

The Oaks day proved much finer, as, although cold and !owery, no 
rain fell. The company was by no means so numerous as on Wednesday, 
but several circumstances contributed to render the sports of the day 
highly interesting. Five races were on the card, the most important of 
which, the **Oaks,” a sweepstakes amounting to 3675 sovs., for three- 
year-old fillies, brought out a scanty field, only ten showing. Mr. Hiil’s 
Mincepie stood favorite, and although the “tring” was evidently inclined 
to depress her, she found plenty of staunch supporters at 2tol. The 
race was closely contested, and won only by a short neck by Mincepie, 
Lord Clifden’s Melissa second, and Mr. Bowes’ Victoria being third. 
The day’s races went off quietly, and with little enthusiasm, the company 
returning to town in anything but high spirits. 

The glorious Ascot comes off next week, when Her Most Gracious 
Majesty ani an aristocratic party wili be present, including your nob. 

Between the Derby on Wednesday and Oaks on Friday, we had one of 
the most exciting days in town ever known. Thursday will long be re- 
membered by thousands who witnessed the grandest display of illumina- 
tions and fireworks ever given in the metropolis. The day had been ap- 
pointed for the celebration of Her Majesty’s birthday, as also for the 
peace, and it was made so much of a holiday that most business was 
suspended. Crowds came to town over the different railroads, and by 
afternoon streets at the West-End were crowded with people wending 
their way towards the parks. The government very judiciously an- 
nounced that the display of fireworks would take place in the four 
principal parks, and would all be the same, thus preventing large masses 
of people cowding to one point. In every portion of the metropolis ex- 
tensive arrangements were. made to give the greatest effect, and many 
private buildings appeared to vie with the government houses. Many of 
the devices were unique, and arranged with much taste, and when 
lighted up, a blaze of gas illuminated the whole town. During the early 
part of the evening the wind was blowing high, which prevented in a 
great measure the effect of the various devices, but the fireworks fairly 
compensated all who stood the crush in getting in or out of the parks. 
The fireworks were on a very extensive scale, and nothing could exceed 
the brilliancy and beauty of them. In Green*Park they were so placed 
as to face Buckingham Palace, where Her Majesty and the Royal Family 
had a fine view. At the conclusion, the getting out of the parks was the 
most difficult, as notwithstanding precautions had been taken to make 
several new openings, the crush was immense, and the screams of wo- 
mea and children, with the shouting of men and boys, made the air 
ring. For yards people were carried off their feet, and although many 
begged and prayed the crowd to keep back and not push s0, it was of 
little avail. Till two or three o’clock in the morning the streets continued 
crowded with pedestrians, while those in carriages were more unfortu- 
nate. Many thought of having good views of the illumimations and fire- 
works from the tops of omnibusses, cabs, or vans, and everything at all 
suited was eagerly engaged at high price The mistake, however, was 
discovered early in the evening, as the police had orders not to allow any 
carriages to pass in the vicinity of the parks, and the streets — be- 
came so crowded and packed that for hours they would remain in the 





same place, and two or three instances came under my notice where car- 


riages remained in one place from nine o’clock in the evening till five the 
following morning. In consequence of which the inmates had no op- 
portunity of witnessing illuminaticns or fireworks. It is now all over, 
and we have again settled down into our quiet steady-going way. To 
add to the excitement of last week, Palmer’s trial, which has created in- 
tense interest, was concluded by a verdict of guilty being {found, and it 
must be a long time ere we have such another week. 

Several novelties have been brought out at the theatres, and Mdlle. 
Piccolomini has made ber appearance, of which I shall say something 
in my next.

Friend ‘*Spirit”—Of all the watering places which put forth their blos- 
soms and their beauties to attract the denizens of your dusty city, we 
really flatter ourselves down here thatour little Glen in the Cove has a 
sortof manifest destiny to surpass the most, if not all, her suburban ri- 
vals. It may, perhaps, make you smile in the flesh—but not in the 
spirit—to hear a place so far off as this, you will say, in distance, termed 
a suburb of the great metropolis of Gotham. Nowdo not be quite so 
fast, my tall friend, and I may yet make it appear, to your entire satisfac- 
tion, that I am not running so far to leeward when I compare Glen Cove 
to a suburb of the fashionable quarters of upper-tendom. Nay, more, | 
shall claim her as one of the gems set in the brilliant waters which circle 
the Isleof Manhattan. Are not distances, in these modern times, measured 
by time, and not by latitude and longitude? Do we not say that the An- 
tipodes, where the lions are hunted, and the kangaroos caught ready 
pickled, are only so many days distant from us? Therefore, when down 
here, smoking a cool cigar or pipe, is only two hoursor so from your 
smoky, dirty, tumble-down streets, are we not then—nath’ less the space 
and the latitude—most truly in one of your suburbs?—merely a cut off, 
separated by an arm of the sea from your rural districts, easier of ac- 
cess than Harlem, less noisy, and not so Germanized as Yorkville, and 
possessed of much finer rides and drives, and water privileges, than Fer- 
nando the First has yet conferred upon your boasted Crystal Park—al- 
though we do not, of course, presume to know what there may be loom- 
ing in the future for the benefit of the next generation. 

The season, it is true, has been rather backward up to this time, and 
the yachtmen have not mustered very strong since they had their spring 
commencement in your Bay.

L. Stephens, which latter boat recommenced the Sunday trips this week, 
and Ormsbee set before his visitors such dinners as he is the only capable 
man for in these parts, and the fresh salt breeze gave the party a zest 
for feeding equal to that enjoyed by the Crimean soldiers at the advent 
of the great Soyer himself tothe camp. We had a specimen of the 
good times the “Herald” and ‘‘Tribune” are continually calling out for, 
but which do not seem to come, because they do call so long and so lond. 
Now if any of your million of readers are sceptical of this, let them put 
themselves on board either of those boats on Saturday or Sunday, and 
you may beta small pile of chips that they will return without any 
doubts at all. It is true, that our host Ormsbee has not quite completed 
all his improvements—but he has started that gasometer, which proves 
an eminent success, and makes the house and grounds look from the wa- 
ter like an illuminated Italian Palace by some of the lakes of that much 
lauded land of tyranny and laziness—of which 1am not an admirer— 
preferring our native shores and more congenial atmosphere of freedom. 
Next week we expect to be fully launched for the season, and our land- 
lord will have-his house as handsome and as ship-shape as anything 
afloat, and it is whispered to me that there will be a bevy of most beau- 
tifal ladies located here for the next three months as may be expected to 
astonish the weak nerves and bewilder the eyesight of every bachelor 
who may happen to fall in their way during the hop-ping season. 

Singular that we did not havea perceptible touch of the storm that 
swept over the city and the Jarseys last Sunday afternoon, to the amaze- 
ment of the multitude who had sought a breath of air by crossing to the 
glades of lager bier at Hoboken.

What mostimpresses me, in the Shakespearean a a 

rt isthe fine discrimination which pervades them thoroug! ly ost 
of the great dramatist’s heroes have 2 mixed character, requiring in their 
personator the ability to pourtray Passions of the. most opposite and 
even inconsistent phrases ; and thus it too often happens that the actor of 
Shakespeare fails to impress upon his audience those nice distinctions, 
which may almost be considered contradictions of character, that con- 
stitute the naturalness, the humanity of these masterly creations, 

In no one of these is this danger greater than in the ‘representation of 

the character of Othello, and few actors of our day, me judice, have en- 
tirely avoided it. The Moor of Venice, says Campbell, one of the best 
of the editors of Shakespeare, is at once one of the most complex and 
astonishing, and yet most intelligible pictures that fiction ever portrayed 
of human‘character. His grandeur of soul is natural, and we admire it; 
his gentleness is equally natural, and we love him for it; his appearance 
we cannot but conceive to be majestic, and his physiognomy benevolent. 
But the Moor had been bred a barbarian, and though his bland nature 
and intercourse with the more civilized world had long warred against 
and conquered the half-natural habits of barbarism, yet those habits, at 
last, broke out, and prevailed in the moments of his jealousy. He is not 
a jealous man by nature, but, being once made jealous, he reverts to 
savageness, and becomes as terrible as he had before beea tender. This 
contrast in his conduct, however, is a transition so probably managed as 
to seem unavoidable; yet the naturalness of the change prevents neither 
our terror nor our pity; on the contrary, the sweetness of his character 
before its fall, is the smoothness of the stream before its cataract; and 
his bland dispositions, heretofore displayed, appear like a rich autumnal 
day, contrasted with the thunder-storm of its evening. 

Now the common danger that attends the personation of this great 
character is the failure to present a nice and accurate discrimination be- 
tween Othello before, and Othello after, his fall: between the ‘‘man 
not easily jealous” and the man, ‘‘being wrought, perplexed in the ex- 
treme.” Many give us the cataract in al] its force, but fail to present us 
with the smoothness of the stream; and the thunder-storm of the even- 
ing mutters and roars throughout what should be its rich autumal day. 
Some, it is true, make an approach to the proper distinction between 
O:hello gentle and Othello enraged, but without succeeding in rightly 
mingling the lights and shades of the picture, and thus presenting a na- 
tural and consistent ensemble. They do not wait until the confiding and 
unsuspicious character of the noble Moor, by the slow and subtle poison 
administered to him by his wily tempter is wrought to taat extreme per- 
plexity, which results in his ruin, before beginning to display the rage of 
which his nature is capable. And so, many of the finest points of the 
character, as drawn by the poet, are slurred or utterly lost. 

Davenport’s O:hello is marked by a quietude and a dign ity that give 
peculiar effect to passages which are too often rendered with a passion- 
ateness and an energy, amounting to extravagance. This effect has al- 
ways been very signal, here, the warmest applause he has received, at the 
hands of our audiences, having usually followed his most quiet and least 
pretentious points. This was remarkably the case in his Hamlet, as,.in 
my last article, I took occasion to note, and was not less so in his Othel- 
lo. Ido not know that I ever saw audiences more deeply or evidently 
interested in presentations of character, taken as entireties, than thoce | 
have seen listening to the performances of this actor. He takes posses- 
sion of their feelings at the start, and, by hisrigid adherence to the unity 
of the character he pourtrays, retains and preserves his influence to the 
last. 

A good dramatic critic has very tersely described the first requisite of 
dramatic emotion to be its genuineness. On the stage, it may with truth 
be said, that nothing is genuine but what is general, and that everybody 
feels; for the heart is only orchiefly moved by things that are common 
toallmen. And this is what the great Shakespearean creations with 
which we are dealing never fail to accomplish, when presented in the 
true spirit, and with an appreciative understanding of their meaning. 

Mr. Davenport’s acting complies with this and with another of thesame 
critic’s requisites of dramatic power, in addressing itself less to the 
senses than to the judgment. ‘‘Art,” says N. Mark Giradin, ‘‘ought only 
to speak to the mind; itisto the mind alone that it ought to give plea- 
sure.” 

The Moor, when confiding to Lodovico his Vindication to the State, 
describes himself as 

—“'One whose subdued eyes, 
Albeit unused to the melting mood, 
Drop tears as fast as the Arabian trees 
Their medecinal gum.” 
When, by the devilish promptings of Iago, he has become fuliy pos- 
sessed by the foul fiend, Jealousy, the sight of kis wife at once changes 
his passionate mood to that of grief: 
“OQ Desdemona, away! away! away!” 
BDes.—“‘Alas, the heavy day! Why do you weep? 
Am I oecasion of those tears, my lord?” 
And what a moan of hearted sorrow is that which flows from his lips, as 
he compares all possible sores and shames that could have been heaped 
upon him, with the barren desolation of that garner of all his hopes, 
‘*Where either he must live, or bear no life !’” 
See, again, the exquisite tenderness of this man’s character, in the words 


he utters over the pillow of the sleeping Desdamona, even when he is 
about to kill her; ; 


“I must weep ; 
Bat they are cruel tears; this sorrow’s heavenly ; 
It strikes where it doth love.” 
What eloquence of sorrow is that he utters after the irrevocable deed is 
done ; and how it deepens into the pathos of despair, when he finds that 
his soul has been snared by the arts of a villain; 
**O fool! fool! fool!” 

It is this touching phase of the character of Othello that Davenport 
Presents with a fidelity that may be said chiefly to his performance of the 
part. That this embodiment of. the character answers the conditions I 
have described, is proved by the genuineness of the emotion and sympa- 
thy it excites in the minds of the audience, foritis a fact alike credita- 
ble to them and to him that Davenport has won some of his warmest and 
most enthusiastic plaudits by the feeling manner in which he presents 
this exhibition of the sweetness and gentleness of Othello’s character. 

Shakespeare, with infinite skill, has, at the outset, presented his hero to 
us in two situations, strikingly illustrative of this phase of his character. 
With what dignity and noble self-reliance, yet with what modesty, does 
he meet the apprehensions of Iago that the father of Desdemona will use 
his influence with the Senate, to put divorce between his daughter and 
her lord! How instantaneously is the true character of the man revealed 
: that single speech! And when, arraigned by the angry father before 

whe Cee he telis the story of his wooing and his success, 
oes not incline to echo the sentiment of the Dake, 
make no think this tale would win my daughter too!”

as that he had reached in the Venetian state. There is @ beautiful re- 
pose, the self-poise of a heart true to itself, and a character sure of it, 
position, in ‘‘the natural and prompt alacrity” with which he accepts 
the conduct of the expedition against the Ottomites, and decides upon the 
disposition of his bride, which has never so forcibly struck me as when 
depicted by thisactor. And this same repose of manner he beautifully 
pourtrays in the two scenes wherein Othello interposes to terminate a 
quarrel; as in the first act, 
“Hold your hands, 

Both you of my inclining, and the rest! 


Were it my cue to fight, I should have known it 
Without a prompter ;” 


and afterwards, in Cyprus, 
‘*For Christian shame put by this barbarous brawl! 
Silence that dreadful bell; it frights the isle 
From its propriety.” 

This is a most difficult scene to manage satisfactorily. The common 
misconception is to present the Moor in a mood too angry and excited ; 
whereas he is speaking and acting throughout the scene under a pur- 
posely imposed self-restraint. His address to Iago, whom he believes 
honest, is affectionately appealing; that to Montano is dignified and re- 
monstrative, and that to Cassio sad and regretful. Only once, and then 
but for an instant, does passion assume the rein, and ‘‘assays to lead the 
way”; 

‘Now, by heaven ! 
My blood begins my safer guides to rule ! 
If once I stir, 
Or do but lift this arm, the best of you 
Shall sink in my rebuke.” 
Bat instantly he yields him again to those ‘‘safer guides,” and brings the 
scene to a close with grace and dignity. 

But lI would not have my reader conclude that the stronger and more 
violent passions which mark this great creation of Shakespeare lose any- 
thing of their due force and effect in the hands of Mr. Davenport, for 
they certainly do not. Yet, as compared with their pourtrayal by some 
delineators of the character I could name, they may seem tothe lovers of 
that exaggerated style of acting todoso. For there is nothing in their 
manifestation by Davenport of that excess in utterance or action which 
obliterates every thing like true identity, leaving the auditor and specta- 
tcr in doubt whether the passion represented be jealousy, rage, revenge, 
ordespair. It never loses the dignity that should inform and pervade it, 
and even when most violent it commands respect and compassion. I: is 
passion, strongly, powerfully, even violently marked; but still it is not of 
so exaggerated and wild a quality as to make a proper appreciation of it 
impossible. 

But ‘‘not tco tame neither.” In Davenport’s hands, the madness of 
the abused Moor is seen to grow towards its climax by nicely discrimina- 
ted degrees, and we perceive the most delicate and recondite elements of 
the passion, as it comes gathering and increasing onwards, now in fitful 
gusts of doubt and distrust, anon in momentary lulls of returning love 
and confidence, then in sobs of bitter grief, and, at last in the irresistib'e 
whirlwind and torrent of revengeful rage. 

And we have other specimens of this seemingly innate, but probably 
very carefully and studiously acquired, faculty of nice discrimination, 
on the part of this actor, in preserving the balance of a scene of varied 
emotion, from its commencement to its climax. One of these that occurs 
to me at the moment is the interview with Desdemona at the end of the 
fourth act; and another is the opening of the bedchamber scene, before 
the murder. 

In the closing scene of the tragedy, Davenport is effective to a degree 
far surpassing every other actor of the part I have ever seen, with the ex- 
ception of the elder Kean, whom I saw in itin my boyhood, but whose 

**O fool! fool! fool !” 


I never can forget to my dying day. Macready played this scene, as he 
did the whole play, with all that artistic ability that so eminently charac- 
terized him, but it struck many good judges here that if there was less 
Macreadian art, there was a great deal more of Shakesperian nature in 
our young countryman’s personation of the noble Moor. 

la my next, I propose to offer your readers a few remarks upon the 
Duke of Gloster, as presented by Mr. Davenport. 








AN ARKANSAS “SELL.” 

Waseweoron, D. C., June 11, 1856. 
Most Excellent ‘‘Spirit”—Perhaps you have never been in Arkansas. 
If you have not, although you may have made a most intimate acquain- 
tance with the elephant in all his grandeur, you can form no conception 
of the physical propertles of the great rhinoceros,armed in proof, and 
ready to enter the lists against all and singular who venture into his do- 
minions. I have been unfortunate enough to encounter the animal, hav- 
ing passed a year and a half within the limits of that border State above 
referred to—being a member of that profession which demands of its 
votaries that they forsake the world, live in tents,and wander about the 
wilderness until they come to resemble, in more ways than one, the Ish- 
maelites of the desert. 

Having made an engagement to make a survey fora railroad through 

the State, from the Mississippi to Red River, I found myself, one bright 
morning in October, on the banks of the Mississippi, some two hundred 
and fifty miles below Memphis, with my assistants, camp equipage, Xc., 
on the search for my team and the laborers of the party, whom! had 
been apprised by the President of the Company would be found #aiting 
for meatthat place. After a little explorationI found, within half a 
mile of the landing, a lilliputian wagon, with a diminutive bull and an 
ox, which presented the appearance of one of those animals seen through 
a reversed telescope. Accompanying this extensive preparation for haul- 
ing about three thousand pounds of baggage, tents, &c., was my party, 
consisting of six cadaverous-looking natives, armed to the teeth with 
rifles, and whiskey- flasks charged with the celebrated “R. G.” brand of 
whiskey. 
On my accosting this formidable troup (which, in respect of linen, 
suggested an obvious comparison with Falstaff’s scarecrows), I found 
that another “corps d’arme” of six, which, with the force encamped, 
made up the entire of the grand army, looking upon the railroad as a 
myth (and I have since had reason to respect their views), had broken 
from the camp and separated like so many Whittingtons in search of 
their several fortunes. I thoughtthatif they resembled the party, who, 
stronger in faith, or less confident in their own resources, had remained, 
I could congratulate myself on an event which seemed, at first sight, to 
delay our proceedings for some indefinite time. 

My first effort in this contingency W@s to try to levy on the neighboring 
planters for a negro force, but, it being the season for cotton picking, | 
was unsuccezs{ul.

Altogether, this year’s Derby, what with the previous fluctuations in 
the betting, the defeat of the favorite, the sums that changed hands, and 
above all, the dead heat, is one of the most remarkable the French have 
had for along while. Last fall the Beauvau stable won all the three 2 
yr. old stakes at Chantilly ; the colt stake with Lion, the filly stake with 
Miss Ion, and the open stake with Miss Cath. Of course this made 
these horses favorites during the winter ; but as spring came on there was 
talk of sickness. Miss Cath never showed in the Champ de Mars at all. 
Miss Ion couldn’t run a foot there, and Lion couldn’t last over half a mile. 
He is a long- legged, over-grown brute, and his appearance presents the 
greatest possible contrast to that of Monarquelast year. Nat now be- 
came the favorite, but on the 11th Isolier took the wind outfof his sails. 
Dame d’Honneur’s victory advanced Nata little, but just before the event. 
ful he was reported out of fix, and not likely to stand, as, in fact, he did 
not. The betting finally stood 5 to 4 on Isolier against the field, 7 to 1 
against Monsieur Henry, 10 to 1 against the Dame d’Houneur, 20 to 1 
against Diamant. It is singular that this last horse did not stand higher ; 
he had won with ease the only race he started for in the Champ de Mars, 
and is one of the very best looking in the year. Isolier made most of the 
running, Dame d’Honneur having ineffectually challenged him on the hill. 
In the homestretch Lion and Diamant came up ata great pace, got two 
lengths ahead of him, and made a dead heat of it, Vermeille (an out- 
sider) a good fourth. Aumont’s two fifth and sixth. The judges, how- 
ever, placed none but the two first; why, itis hard tosay. The Beau- 
vau stable now took courage, and backed their horse freely, the De Morny 
party meeting them ateven. In the deciding heat Lion had it all his 
own way after the first quarter, and won ashe pleased. The stakes and 
forfeits fell a few hundred short of $10,000, but the victorious stable must 
have made much more by bets. 


a great luxury of equipages, particulary among the young men. Count 
Aguado has only ten vehicles ,of different sorts for bis own use, and his 
brother, the Viscount, thirteen horses for town riding and driving merely.

He exhibits paintings which 

are not half, no, not quarter finished, and some of them almost carica- 

tures. One which I saw the other day, supposed to represent a horse 

running loose in the fields, would do for a grotesque demon to illustrate a 
German stury. 

In the dramatic world there are a few novelties—none of very great 
importance. The most remarkabie is ‘‘Le Chemin le plus Long” (The 
Longest Way Round), at the Vaudeville, and that chiefly so from the ex- 
treme youth of its author, M. De Courcy, said to be under twenty. 

A lamentable instance of an artist’s mistaking his line occurred last 
week. Lafontaine, formerly of the Gymnase, appeared on the boards of 
the Francais. He is incomparably the best actor of gentlemen in senti- 
mental comedy that Pariscan produce; far before Bressant, his prede- 
cessor, in emigrating from the Gymnase tothe Francais. But Bressant 
was wise enough to make his debut in comedy, whereas Lafontaine took 
it into his head to play tragedy, and undertook the character of the Cid, 
in Corneille’s celebrated piay of that name, which has, to be sure, a 
happy conclusion, and so far may be called a comedy; but in its whole 
plan, diction, and situations (except the final ne), is eminently heroic 
and tragic. The result wasa total failure, which the audience took a 
neat way of breaking to him. After the piece they called out one of the 
subordinate actors, and applauded him lustily.

THE CHASE OF THE PANTHER. 


From ‘‘The Adventures of Gerard, the Lion Killer, Comprising a History of his Ten Years’ 
Campaign among the Wild Animals of Northern Africa.”’ 
Translated from the French by Cuaries E. WerrenxkaD. Published by Dersy & Jacxson, 














The panther is found in all the three French provinces of Africa, be- 
tween the seacoast and the highlands, but generally nearest the coast. 

There are two species; the same incolor, but different in size. The 
larger species is about the size of a two year old lioness. Her relative, 
about one-third smaller. This animal has the peculiarities and cunning 
of a cat, with all its hunting propensities. Although, at first, its character 
and habits might be thought to resemble that of a lion, yet they are essen- 
tially different. 

While the lion liveson the herds of the people among whom he dwelis ; 
the panther feeds on the produce of the chase in the forest. 

The one boldly descends to the plains, and takes his evening meal from 
under the beard of the Arabs. The other, not daring to leave the woods 
even in the night, follows the wild hog, the jackal or the hare ; and not 
succeeding in surprising one of these, will make his humble meal on a 
partridge or a rabbit. ; 

The voice of the lion sounds like a roll of thunder, and one could readily 
mistake the cry of a panther for the braying of a jackass. : 

I remember a hunt in which I had the chance of making the acqfaint- 
ance of this beast, and comparing his voice with thatof the other in- 
habitants of the desert. ; 

On the 16th of July, 1845, I was calied by the people of Mahouna, in 
the district of Guelma, to free them from the presence of a family of lions 
that had taken up their abode in their country, and were abusing the 
rights of hospitality. ede Se > 

Alter reaching the place, while gaining all the information I could 
about the residence and habits of these importunate guests, I learned that 
they came every night to drink at the Ouled-Cherf. I immediately went 
to the banks of the river, and found not only their tracks, bat a regular 
path they had made in their coustant visits. 

The family was a large one, being composed of a father and mother, 
and three children of full age. 

I was standing near the brook, in the company of a doz2n Arabs, and 
the lions’ trail wasa few pacesin frontof me. . At one side lay a deep 
jungle, which, according to the natives, was the covert of the royal 
family. 

Old Taieb, the chief of the country, coming to me and taking me by 
the arm, pointed to the numerous tracks deeply impressed in the ‘sand, 
and insisted that I should return tothe douar, and then that he should 
leave with me some of his men, who judging from the expression of their 
countenances as he spoke, seemed but little anxious to adopt the sugges- 
tion. : 

I refused both of tuese propositions, and urged the chief and his men to 
depart, as the evening was coming on, and tne lions might make their 
appearance at any moment. 

The brave man prepared with regret to comply with my wishes, but 
before leaving, he asked my permission to say his evening prayer with 
his people, in order that God might have me in His guard during this 
night, in which not an eye would be closed on the mountain, but both 
greatand small would listen with beating hearts for the sound of my 

un. 
. ‘The prayer having been finished, the Shiek arose, and coming to me, 
said: 
“If God hears our prayers, and you wiil re-assure those who love you, 
after you have killed your enemy, set fire to the pile of woud that my men 
will gather for you; so that when our ears are trembling with the sound 
of the conflict, our eyes may be gladdened with the token of victory, and 
I promise you we will return an answer to it.” 
I willingly agreed to Taieb’s request, and in a momeatan immense pile 
of dry wood was gathered together, and arranged so that a spark would 
kindle it. While the Arabs were engaged in this work with an alacrity 
very seldom seen among them, who are generally laziness personified, 
the Shiek remained by me and said. 
“If I knew you would not mock at me, I would give you a counsel.” 
“The words of an old man,” I replied, ‘“‘are always to be honored.” 
‘Then listen, my son! If the lions come here to-night, the seignor with 


the big head (the Arabs give this name only to adult male lions), will walk 
in front; don’t pay any attention to the others. The young ones are so 








old that the mother don’t take any further care of them, and all rely on 
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the father. Therefore, 1 commend to thee the seignor with the big head, 
and, remember, if thy last hour is at hand it is he that will kill thee, and 
the young ones will eat thee.” 

His men calling to him at this moment, he answered them to go on 
ahead, and that he would follow, and then leaning forward he put his 
mouth to my ear, and said, ‘He stole my finest horse and ten beeves.” 

‘*Who did that ?” I replied. : 

‘sHe did it,” he answered pointing towards the slope of the mouatain. ' 

‘‘But who is the thief,” lasked, impatient at the delay. 

“The seignor with the big head.” 

These last words were said so low thatI could hear only the last 
syllables; but I divined his meaning and could not prevent myself from 
laughing outright. 

A few moments and the Shiek had disappeared down the mountain 
path with his followers, and I was left alone by the side of the lions’ tracks, 
and in front of the mysterious lair which was already enveloped in the 
shades of night, and my eye ran along the different trails and endeavored 
to count the foot-marks imbedded in the sand, and my fancy pictured the 
seignor with the big head, with his wife and family reposing on his couch 
in the jungle above, and measured the strength of my single arm with 
their united might. : 

The Mahouna gorge in which I was lying, is at once the most pictur- 
esque and the most savage of the African defiles. Fancy two high moun- 
tains running upto a@sharp peak, with their sides wrinkled by deep 
ravines, and shadowed by impenetrable forests of cork trees, wild olives 
and mastics. Between these mountains flows the brook of Ouled Cherf, 
@ roaring torrent in winter, but in the torrid summer exposing its gravelly 
bed cut up by the paths of animals of every kind, that come thither to 
drink or bathe. 

In looking at this valley from a distance it would appear to be inhabit- 
able, and indeed there are found some families, who, when menaced on 
the plain, have taken refuge in this spot, as the only retreat against their 
foes, and a place to which they could never be followed. In spite of the 
ravages made by the lion in their families, they have never thought ot 
emigrating, and when they take their annual count of their stock, they 
say so much for the lion,’ so much for the government, and so much for 
ourselves, and the share of the lion is always ten times greater than that 
of the government. 

The paths between these two mountains are so narrow and precipitous, 
that even the Arab scout cannot follow them without danger. The fords 
communicating from the slope of one mountain to tle slope of the oppo- 
site one, are equally difficult, andthe path frequented by the lions, who 
came down to drink, was like the other, a narrow defile between bluff 
banks. At this point, the Ouled Cherf forms an elbow which shuts out 
the view from every side, so thatthe place where | lay in ambush, was 
like the bottom of a funnel, and so embowered that the rays of the sun, 
nor of the moon, that other sun for me, never penetrated to it. 

Since that time, I have passed many a night in desert places, yet none 
to me has ever seemed so short. Seated at the side of a rose tree that 
overlooked the ford, I tried tocatch some sound of the barking of a dog, 
or the lowing of an ox, or gleam of a watch-fire, or something, no matter 
how trifling, that would say to me, you are not alone. But around me 
every sound was stilled in the gloom of the forest, and as far as eye or ear 
could pierce, there was no sound or sight of human voice or skill ; I was 
alone with my gun. 

The hours stole by with noiseless tread, and the moon, that I had scarce- 
ly hoped to see, Cast occasional bars of light through the foliage, giving 
a faint gleam that marked the outlines of surrounding objects. 

It grew near eleven o’clock, andI was wondering at having to wait so 
long without any visiters, when I thought I-heard steps under the trees. 
Little by little the sound became more audible, and I distinguished the 
steps of several large animals. Ina moment more, I caught the-sight of 
several luminous points ofa fiery red color, that were moving towards 
me, I at once recognized the family of lions, marching in single file, and 
coming towards the ford 1 was guarding. Instead of five, 1 could count 
only three, and when they stopped at the water’s edge, at fifteen paces 
from me, it seemed to me that the leader, although of a height and bearing 
more than ordinarily imposing, was mot the seignor with the big head, 
whose appearance had been described to me by the Shiek. 

They had ail halted on the bank together, and were regarding me with 
a look of doubtful astonishment, when! took aim atthe shoulder of the 
foremost one, and fired. 

A roar of pain and anger followed the ringing of my rifle, and awoke 
the echoes of the forest, and the smoke obscured my sight for a moment 
so that I could not see; but when my eyes could pierce the veil, two of 
the lions were going back to the woods, at a slow pace, and the third was 
dragging himself towards me on his belly, with both shoulders broken. 

I comprehended at once that the father and mother were not with the 
young lions on this party of pleasure, and I did not regret it even for an 
instant. : 

After thus being assured of the flight of the others, I directed my atten- 
tion to the wounded lion. I had justrammed home my ball, when, with 
a great effort, that cost hima roar of pain, he bounded up the bank to 
within three steps of me; asecond ball inthe breast sent him rolling in 
the bed of the torrent. Three times he repeated the attack, and three 
times was felled into the ravine, by the fire of my gun; and it was only 
at the third bail that was fired directly in his eye, that the desperate beast 
fell over on his back dead. , 

With the first report of my gun, and the roar of the lion that accom- 
panied it, I heard behind me, as though she been a delighted spectator 
of the conflict, the wild yell of a panther.

Then followed a guttural murmuring, 
which is the sign of hunger with the lion, and then a perfect stillness. I 
heard nothing more until I saw his immense head over the shoulder of the 
bull which he commenced to lick slowly, keeping his eye fixed on me. [ 
took aim at hiseye and fired. He sprang up on his hind feet with a roar, 
exposing his breast, which made a fair mark for my second barrel, and 
he fell over where be stood, directly on his back, moving his enormous 
feet backward and forward. After reloading, I approached him, and 
believing him neerly dead, attempted to stab him with my yatagan behind 
the shoulder, but a quick motion of his fore leg broke the steel short off, 
and Il was only saved from the blow by jumping quickly backwards. 
Two more bullets driven into his brain and the desert of Mahouna had 
lost its king, the seiguor with the big head. 

Now we will return to our hero the panther. 

I have said that this animal lives by the product of the chase, that he 
follows in the jungle with the zeal of an ardent hunter; yet this does not 
prevent his seizing a sheep or calf that may be found wandering in the 
neighborhood of his haunts, and many are the losses the frontier settler 
has to undergo on his account. 

The people of Ouled Yagoub and Beni Oonjenah of the Aures, say that 
when a panther has killed a sheep or other animal for which he has no 
immediate use, he carries the body up tothe forks of some high tree, 
where it will be safe from the prying jackal and hyena, until the time of 
need, 

The panther makes his home in the ledges of rocks that are frequently 
found in this country, and finds in their crevices or closely wooded clefts 
a secure retreat against his bitter enemy the lion, and becomes the terror 
of the families of porcupines that inhabit wita him the ledges of rocks. 
The porcupine is covered with sharp quills from his tail to the commeuce- 
ment of his head, and when attacked suddenly draws in his head and 
raises his quills, becoming thus invulnerable to the most of his foes. But, 
alas, the panther out-herods Herod, and has a cunning and quickness that 
are more than a match for his well-armed prey. He watches for consecu- 
tive days the hole of a porcupine, and the moment the animal protrudes 
his head from his den, with one stroke of his claws he clutches the head, 
and whips the body out of its retreat before the poor beast is aware of the 
presence of his foe. 

When I first hunted in Africa, I attempted to hunt the panther in the 
same manner that I hunted:the lion, but it was not long before | found 
that] was onthe wrong track. As the lion by night stands to meetor 
searches out the hunter, soon the contrary the pantuer flies and hides 
from him. I will citean example of the cunning and timidity of this 
animal thatcame under my own notice in thesummer of 1544, in the 
neighborhood of Nech Meia. 

I learned that one of tne’larger species of panthers had taken up his 
abode in a ledge of rocks known by the name of Ajar Mounchar, to the 7 
great perturbation of the sheep and porcupines that frequented the neigh- 
borhood. As I was quartered with a detachment at two leagues distant, 
I immediate'y left my comrades, and came to the place designated by the 
Arabs. It was five o’clock in the day when [ arrived, attended by a man 
from that part ofthe country to indicate the place; and as we rode up 
we saw the panther retiring to her den with some small animal in her 
mouth that looxed Jike a racoon. Icould have hada shot ather ata 
hundred and twenty-five yards, butI thonght it better to let her retire 
quietly to her den, and take a nearer shot by watching for her when com-

After having sent off my Arab with my horse, with directions to come | 
back for me at daylight the next morning, I softly approached the cavern 
where I saw the animal disappear. The entrance to her den was so nar- 
row that ] could scarcely understand how an animal that was nearly the 
size of alioness could have passed through it, and if 1 had.not seen the 
marks of her feet in the sand, and against the sides of the rock, I should 
have thought thatI had been mistaken. I noticed a mastic tree about 
ten paces up the hill that I selected as a place of concealment, and stretch- 
ed myself bebind it in such a mannerthat I could not be seen by the pan- 
ther until she had got three or four yards from the mouth of her den. 

It was about ten o’clock in the evening, when I heard several sharp 
and quick repeated growls behind me, and on the cther side of the tree, 
and tearing lest [ might be surprised, I turned my head to see what was 
going on behind me. Unfortunately, my gun struck a branch of the tree, 
asl moved. The growls ceased, and a hissing spit was heard, like that 
made by a cat, when at bay; then I heard the quick steps of a retreating 
animal, and the panther dled into her hole. 1 only caught a glimpse of 
her as she entered it. I waited till daylight without her daring to come 
out of it. 

With the dawn of the day, | saw my Arab coursing over the plain, 
leading with him my saddle- horse, and I rode to the douar, with the pro- 
mise of returning at evening. 

I was at fy post when the first star opened its eye in the heavens; but 
the nigbt passed quietly away without any result. The panther once or 
twice put her nose cutside of the rocks, but immediately retreated on the 
suspicion of danger. 

After this same fashion, I passed ten consecutive nights alone on that 
rocky hill, without even the chance ofashot. On the eleventh day,a 
shepherd came to me to say, that he had'seen the panther about noon, 
drinking from a brook near the rocks. I immediately followed my man 
to the brook he spoke of, and without any trouble I distinguished the foot- 
prints of my friend among the numerous trails that crossed and recrossed 
the brook in every direction. Judging from the age of the foot-prints, and 
what had been seen by the Arab, I came to the conclusion the panther 
was in the habit of leaving her retreat with the’noon-day heat (whic in 
the African wilds, is an hour of solitude and rest to all the world, when 
man and herds alike, retire to sleep), and coming to the brook to drink 
and refresh herself. : : 

The brook was shaded by trees, and hidden by thickets on every side, 
so that I could conceal myself, and have a near shot at her ladyship, when 
she stopped to drink. 1 acted on this plan, and in a momeat was hidden 
in the dense thicket, with my view bounded on every side by the woods, 
which grew to the water’s edge. Towards noon a perfect silence reigned 
in the woods, as though nature had failen asleep in the sultry stillness. 
An occasional bird, or insect, would move by stealth, but slowly, as though 
languid with heat, Presently a covey of red partridges loitered down to 
the water to drink ; as the hens were raising their panting bills with their 
first mouthful of water, the cock manifested signs of anxiety, and gave 
the call of alarm, and in a moment they had taken flight. 

I watched for the cause. In amoment morea branch moved, but 
without noise, and then I saw the panther gliding lithely through the 
cover to the water’sedge. Here she paused with her head turned aside, 


and her foot in air, like a pointer dog. 

She might-have. been six or eight steps from me ; exposing her side 
with her head turned half away. I took aim between ber eye and ear. 
The sight rested on. the spot, I pressed the trigger, and the animal fell as 
though stunned by a thunder bolt. 

On examining my prize, I found the poor thing so attenuated that I im- 
mediately opened her to discover the reason. She had not eaten anything 
since the day she had first discovered 2 man with his rifle, awaiting her 
at the mouth of her den. 
After this experience, 
great suppleness and cunning, 
inoffensive. 
As the panther is endowed by nature with an immense muscular force 
and powerful arms, one can aitribute this cowardice only to an inherent 
fault in its organization, which makes it like those men who are formed 
like Hercules, with the strength of a race-horse, and the timidity of a 
woman who was made ill by her chimney taking fire.

rainer and jockey of the winner of the Derby. Both, it is but justice to 
sate, maintained unshaken confidence in Ellington’s success, even after 
wis double defeat at York, (where, notoriously short work, Le gave 6ib. to 
Fisherman, one of the best three year olds of the year,) and more recent- 
y at Cuester, oy Bird in Hand, upon whom he turned the tables to-day. 
4: Chester he exhibited a good deal of violent temper which led to the 
igiief that he “ran sof?’ when collared, but he certainly showed no 
signs of the “‘white feather’ here; and though considered to possess 
tneg and very unsuitable action for dirt, his enormous feet (from 
constant attacks of fever in which* he last year suffered in dry weather) 
enabled him to get through it to-day more easily than a great many of his 
less fortunate opponents. Ellington has floored ‘‘the prophets to 4 man, 
and taough we most willingly award him all honor for his triumph, and 
admit that his double defeats this season—not his success in the Cham- 
nague Jast—was a “mistake,” we could not, with public running as our 
ulde, conscientiously recommend him to our readers as likely to turn out 
rhe winner of the Derby.

recial favorites; but he, likewise, was compelled to desert him after his 
cerformances inthe spring. The success of Ellington (ior whom Ad- 
mira! Harcourt refused 4,000 guineas at the close of last year, we believe) 
is a great feather in The Flying Datchman’s cap asa stallion, he being 
the first and only ore of his get that has staited forthe Derby; and it is 
not a little singular that both father and son should have been trained on 
Middleham ‘Moor, and win their maiden Derby for Fobert and Tom Daw- 
son under precisely similar circumstances, as regards weather and ground. 
In a pecuniary point of view, E.lington is Likely to prove a bad horse 
for the Ring; but owing tothe money got outof Wentworth and the 
ytuer favorites, we do not hear of many very heavy losers. The gentle- 
men are nearly ali on the wrong side, though the backers of Wentworth, 
Sazzcletto, and Cannobie had rare opportunities of hedging, and such 
‘ the general backers of horses that won on Ellington, did it more from 


vestments. It was different, however, with the stable, who, confident 
‘oat they had a “clipper,” and undismayed by previous reverses, backed 
him for a considerable amount within a few days of the race, and they 
accordingly ‘throw in” for an immense stake—Mr. Hargreaves winning 
£54 000, Mr. Jackson £23,000, Tom Dawson ‘‘a nice litile plum,” and 
Drumianrig, Mr. Copperthwaite, and Mr. W. Robinson upwards of four 
or five thousand a piece; nor we are assured wiil Aldcroft’s admirable 
c.ding be forgotten by his friends. Wentworth’s running greatly disap- 
pointed both John and Alfred Day, who are unable to find any excuse 
for itexcept the state of the ground, which was quite sutlicient to upset 
aii calculation ; and the position of both Aleppo and Rogerthorpe at the 
finish goes far io prove that if the horse had run up to the form he is said 
to have shown On more than one occasion at home, the Derby ought again 
to have gone to Danebury. His defeat of course cailed up recollections 
of Coldrenick, Ugly Buck, Nil Desperandum, Chatterer, and other re- 
ported “flyers,” who advanced to very Short prices in the betting; but 
we do not for an instant mean to class Wentworth amongst imposters of 
that class, though the opinion we expressed of his chance has been fully 
borne out. 

Yellow Jack isa truly unfortunate horse to get second in three great 
races like the Two Thousand Guineas, Chester Cup, and Derby; but his 
running bore out his owner’s assertion, though doubted by the scepties, 
of bis being a@ much better horse than Coroner, whose Doncaster perform- 
ance, Wherein he gave a “lump” of weight to Manganese, must assuredly 
bave been a “mistake,” judging from the different form exhibited by the 
two animals this year; otherwise the mare must have improved amazing- 
'y, and the horse trained off altogether. 

Of all the four-and-twenty horses that started not one looked more like 
getting through such ground than Cannobie, but he disappointed the 
opinion we formed of his capabilities. Fazzoletto had the tables turned 
upon him by Yellow Jack, whilst Flybynight was never seen in the race. 
The former waiked away lame as usual. Vandermulin ran as fast as 
anything up to the distance, where he tired in the deep ground; but he 
is Certain to be heard of under move advantageous circumstances here- 
alter, His spirited owner may not have another such a chance of carry- 
ing off tue “blue riband of the turf” during his lifetime. Artillery looked 
very lormicable down to Tattenham Corner; and Basham thought he 











Was golng to Win ina canter, when, aliof a sudden, he stoppedas if 
snot and went so lame that he could scarcely canter home. Whether he 
‘ricked” or overstrained himself, it is impossible to say, but the lameness 
eventually went off, and he appeared sound enough in the stable. For 
the performances of the remainder we refer our readers to the description 
ci the race, which was run jn 3min. 4sec., fourteen seconds slower than 
last year, though the pace, considering the state of the ground, was re- 
markably good after tue first quarter of a mile. Ellington, Fazzoletto, 
Vandermulin, Aleppo, Flybynight, Rogerthorpe, Artillery, and Kalipyge 
wein the St. Leger; but Yellow Jack, Cannobie, Bird in Hand, and Went- 
worth are not engaged therein. 

The races which succeed tae Derby create very little interest even in fine 
Weather, and under the disastrous circumstances which attended the 
Wiud-up of the present aniversary, we shall offer no apology for the 
brevity of our concluding remarks. In the Bentinck Piate, Rip Van 
Winkle was @ second time successful; the Epsom Cup was run just to

The start would have taken place at the first attempt but for the stupi- 
dity of a mounted policeman, who stationed himeelf in the middle of the 
course, Mr. Hibburd fortunately catching sight of the fellow in time to 
prevent accident. Ellington, who is always eager at starting, Cotswold, 
and two or three others, broke away and ran a short distance, but speedily 
returned, and on being re-formed, the lot were diseharged at the second 
attempt in a most satisfactory manner. The “advance guard” for the first 
fifty or a hundred yards was composed of Pretty Boy, Fazzoletto, Artillery, 
Wentworth, Cotswold, and Aleppo, when Coroner rushed through his 
horses, and, foilowed by Pretty Boy, The Prince, and Aleppo, made play 
to the top of the hill, when Job Marson, finding the pace so bad, took 
Aleppo, who was on the inside, to the front and improved it, Cotswold 


The card embraced half a dozen items, the Oaks being the second 
race, set for three o’clock. The proceedings commenced with the Mem- 
bers’ Plate, which was carried off by Aleyone. The field for the prin- 
cipal event dwindled down at last to ten runners, one-less than last 
year, and the only absentee from those “colored” on (the ¢ard was El- 
frida, who had been beaten just before. The previous betting on the 
course was unprecedentedly flat, and noticeable only for the decline of 
the Danebury mare to 4 to 1, and the advance of Tyne, who was at one 
time-almost, if not quite, as good a favorite as anything. Victoria stood 
at 4 to 1, Mermaid at a point more, Secret had some supporters amongst 
the public at 10 and 12 to 1, aad a few smali investments took place on 
Comedy at 15 to 1: the remainder were only talked about. Upon the 
return of the cognoscenti from the paddock, and after the competitors had 
cantered past the Stand, a few alterations took place in the foregoing 
prices. Mincepie, though her stable was by no means sanguine owing 
to the state of the ground, came with a rattle, and Mermaid went so well 
that there wasa decided reaction in her favor. Victoria,on the con- 
trary, declined to 7 to 1, and Tyne, reported to be coughing, went back 
tee to 1, whilst Comedy, who was sold at the last moment to Baron 
Fa ee for £500 and half the stake if she won, was backed rather 
outside prices. Melissa also having a good many admirers at 

+ Ze Face and its preliminaries do not call for lengthened remarks. Mr. 
Hibburd effected a capital start at the first attempt, and Secret, over- 
powering John Osborne, showed in advance for the first quarter of a 
mile, when she *‘cooled down” a little, and was soon out of the fight al- 
together. After passing the mile and a quarter post, Victoria took up 
the running at anything buta bad pace, considering the state of the 
ground, and remained in front over the road at Tattenham Corner when 
standing still, she was passed by Melissa and Mincepie; the latter until 
descending the hill at Tattenham Corner, having been lying off. The 
race was now confined to the two, and as Melissa had a long lead it 
looked odds on her; but inside the distance the favorite began to entsh 
her, and ge:ting to her quarters below the Stand, Alfred Day waited 
there until within fifty or sixty yards of the chair, when he went up 
with a rush, and getting the bestof his opponent, landed Mincepie the 
winner by a neck after a most exciting finish. The jockeyship of Alfred 
Day—it was his maiden Oaks—called forth universal admiration, and 
without wishing in the slighest degree to depreciate the talents ofa 
steady and respectable jockey like Sly, we are bound to say that the 
former’s riding, rather than the animal (to whom the ground made so 
vast a difference that her trainer declares she did not run up to within a 
stone of her form), won Mr. Hillthe race. Mr. Hill carried off the Oaks 
with Cymba in 1838, but from the cause already referred to, does not 
win largely besides the stakes; yet, from the fact of the winner beiag 





going on second, and Fezzoletto, Wentworth, and Artillery next, side by 
side, at his quarters, with Vandermulin, Bay Hilton, Astrologus, and Mr, 
Verdant Green so closely packed together at their heels that a sheet would 
almost have covered the lot. Next to them followed Ellington (on the in- 
side), Yellow Jack, The Prince, Cannobie, Forbidden Fruit, Bird-in- 
Hand, and Rogerthorpe; Flybynight lying in about the middle of the 
ruck, and Dramatis:, Leamington, and Coroner in the rear, the latter and 
Pretty Boy having disappeared from‘the front the instant the pace im- 
proved ; whilst Mr. Verdant Green’s weak point was found out soon aiter 
passing the mile post. 

Amongst the foremost division we never remember to have seen so few 
changes in a great race like the Derby; for, with the exceptiomof Cots- 
wold showing about halfa length in aavance of Aleppo in descending the 
bill towards Tattenham Corner, and the previous retirement of The Prince 
and Mr. Verdant Green already referred to, the front and second ranks 
remained intact to that point. The race then began to assume a new 
phase, and at the foot of the hill Artillery stopped so suddenly that Basham 
imagined he had broken down, and, apparently, losing all ‘‘motive 
power,” he soon became one of the jast horses in the race. His secession 
was followed by the retirement of Cotswold, Astrologus, and Aleppo atthe 
road ; and immediately afterwards Bay Hilton died away. The second 
division now began to draw forward, and the running was taken up by 
Vandermulin, ‘*full of go,” waited upon at the lower side by Yellow 
Jack and Ellington—the latter, who pulled tremendously, “‘loeking all over 
a winner”’—and followed on the whip hand by Fazzoiletto, Cannobie, and 
Wentworth; Aleppo, Bird-in-Hand, Forbidden Fruit, Rogerthorpe, and 
Bay Hilton, as near as we could make out, heading the next division. 
Beiore reaching the distance, both Wentworth and Fezzoletto held out 
signals of distress, and in the next fifty yards it was ail up with Vander- 
mulin, who tied in the deep ground. On the retirement of the latter, 
Yellow Jack, with E'lington athis quarters, took up the running, and 
shaking off the others below the Stand, the two had the finish io them- 
seives, but the issue was never doubtful, Ellington, who headed his game 
but unlucky opponent opposite the Staad, winning easily by a length. 
Cannobie, who bore down from the upper tothe lower ground at the 
finish, was beaten half a length from the second, and Fazzoletto a length 
and a half from him ; Vandermulin being fiith two lengths behind Lord 
Derby’s horse, and Aleppo sixth a length from Vandermulin. Bird-in- 
Hand finished seventh at Aleppo’s quarters, and Cotswold eighth; the 
next two being Rogerthorpe and Wentworth, who passed the post together. 
The remainder were widely scattered, the following composing the “tail” : 
—The Prince, Newington, Flybynight, Mr. Verdant Green, Astrologus, 
Wandering Willie (who broke down), Pretty Boy, and Artillery. The 
last mentioned horse was stopped at the Stand, and Basham was about 
to dismount when, on second thoughts, he resolved to pass the chair; but 
the horse either could not or would not turn round to face it, and Basham 
jumped off his back. Net value of the stakes, £5775. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE WINNER. 

Etlington is a dark brown horse, standing 15 hands 23 inches; a long, 
low animal with strong quarters, somewhat drooping towards the tail, 
good loins; deep brisket and shoulder: good neck, large and somewhat 
coarse head, with ears rather ‘lopped ;” very good arms, large knees, 
hocks, and bone ; and very large feet. The only white about him is on 
his off hind {etiock joint. 

PEDIGREE. 

Ellington, bred in 1853, by Admiral Harcourt, was got by The Flying 

Dutchman (winner of the Derby and St. Legar in 1849), out of Ellerdale

THE OAKS DAY. 

Friday, May 30.—The wind chopped round to the East during the 
night, and dried the roads so very quickly that instead of mud the visi- 
tors to tae Downs were actually annoyed withdust! Lt had, likewise, a 
most beneficial effect upon the course, which was by no means $0 heavy 
as on the two previous days, though very sticky and **holding, especially 
in sheltered parts. The duil and cloudy appearance of the morning, no 
doubt, caused many to alter their minds rather than undergo a repetition 
of the vicissitudes of the Derby day, and the attendance ia coisequence 
presented a sorry contrast to that of Wednesday. Tuaere were few car- 
riages on the hill, very little general company either in the Scand or out- 
side, and altogether it was, withoutdoubt, the worst Oaks day withia our 
recollection. All things considered, though it could boast of the great- 
est Derby day ever known, the meeting, 02 the whole, was not so suc 
cessful as many others that we have had to report ina pecuniary poiat 
of view, however, Mr. Dorling, it is satisfactory to add, has no cause for 





complaint. 


first favorite, and backed by most of the gentlemen, the fielders’ losses 
on the Derby have been considerably increased, whilst the former, on the 
other hand, have to some extent retrieved themselves. Though out of 
season at the present time, the Danebury Mincepie proved a palatable 
bonne bouche to the supporters of the stable alter their disappointment in 
the Derby; and her success goes far to prove that John Day did not make 
much of a mistake about Wentworth, after all, albeit the weather, over 
which no mortal has control, upset his sanguine calculations. For our 
own part, however, we think we may ciaim some little credit for the 
opinion we last week expressed respecting the Danebury ‘‘cracks” for 
the two events, having ‘‘declined” Wentworth for the Derby, though 
coming ‘‘to the conclusion that the stable, being disappointed in the re- 
sult of the Derby, would be compensated by winning the Oaks, and car- 
rying off that event with Mincepie or Kalipyge!” Considering the state 
of the ground it would be a waste of time to refer further to the per- 
formances of the other competitors in the Oaks; as it isnot atall im- 
possible that, with dry weather and racing Turfat Ascot and Stock- 
bridge, most of the running at Epsom may be altogether reversed. Nor, 
considering the great length to which our report has already extended, 
shall we stop to notice the remainder of the afternoon’s racing, waich 
was increased by a dead heat forthe Raiiway Pilate, but conclude with 
acknowledging the efficiency with which the general business of the 
meeting was conducted throughout under Mr. Dorling’s able superinten- 
dence.

Two races were announced for Thursday, the Association Stake for 
3 yr. olds, for which there were four entries, and the Jockey Club Stake, 
four mile heats. For the first race Priorese, Nicholas I., and Mr. Green’s 
Darkness colt, came to the post, the former being the favorite at3to 1 
previous to the start, 

Prioress went off with the lead, which she kept for three-quarters of a 
mile, when Nicholas went up, and came hometwo lengths ahead in 1:55. 

Many persons supposing that Prioress had not run for the heat, were 
still disposed to back her, and a trifle was laid out at even between her 
and Nicholas. Neither seemed at al! distressed, and all came up lively 
for the 

Second heat—Nicholas I. and the Darkness colt went lapped to the first 
turn, where the latter shot ahead, took the track and kept the lead for 
nearly three-quarters of a mile, when Nicholas went up, andthe two 
ran lapped to the homestretch ; N. then took the lead, and won by a 
length in 1:57%, capital time, considering the state of the course, which 
was heavy from the previous day’s rain. 

Second Race.—There were three entries for the Jockey Club Stakes, 
four mile heats—Pryor, Floride, and Augusta; the latter paid forfeit: 
In town on Tuesday and Wednesday morning, Flotide was the favorite, 
but as the race was postponed, all bets made previous to the postponement 
are void. On the course Pryor was the favorite at 100 to 75, and a large 
amount of money was laid out at these odds—one gentleman winning not 
less than $10,000. 

Pryor drew the track, and an excellent start was effected. Floride 
soon went in front, and passed the stand a length ahead the first mile, 
Pryor making a waiting race of it until reaching the first quarter of the 
last mile, when he went up, and they passed the half mile post lapped, 
Pryor winning handily by three lengths.

The trial and conviction of the poisoner Pa rhe the 
Great Derby races, and the General Peace lilamination, All serving the 

Britons with a favorable chance for displaying their numbers. 

On Thursday night (the illumination) the Parks presented a grand 
spectacle ; no less than three millions o peop.e were present. 

The Derby Day, which is annually looked forward by myriads as af- 
fording them some brief hours of relaxation, oe wahored, i mest Suspt- 
ciously as far as regards the weather, and the heavy rain which had 
fallen the previous day having ceased at an early hour, a dry Derby was 
the confident assurance of the sporting gentry of Old England. At the 
ground a mass of human beings assembled, and the Grand Stand was 
literally crammed. The announcement that Prince Albertand His Royal 
Highness Prince Frederick William of Prussia, would attend, was ano- 
ther feature of the meeting, and the acclamations which greeted the 
Prince on his arrival and depariure, must have convinced him that a more 
extended patronage of the sport would be joyfuily hailed by the subjects 
of the Queen, as a report was prevaleat a short time since that the Prince 
bad used his influeace with Her Majesty to discourage horse racing and 
all connected with it. 

At the start the Coroner shot to the fore, Aleppo taking second place, 

Vandermulin third, Bay Hilton fourth. The second fligut included Faz- 
zolletta, Mr. Verdant Green, Cannobie, Puck, Artillery, Pretty Boy, Went- 
worth, and Astrologer. Bird-in-Hand headed the remaining division, 
the bindmost couple being Cotswold and Diamatisi. As they advanced 
along the ridge of the hill, the pace being very indifferent, the Coroner 
im proving his lead to three lengths. When the hill had been gained, and 
the mile post reached, Aleppo closed up the hiatus Letween himself and 
Coroner, and took a slight lead of the latter; a tew strides further on to- 
wards the backstretch Vandermulin ran up into the second place at 
Aleppo’s quarters, Fazzoletta third, Artillery and Bay Hilton abreas'; the 
next two and these were closely followed by Canncbie, Ellington, Went- 
woitb, Bird-in-Hand, and Astrologer; the succeeding or middle rank 
showed therein the Coroner (on his speedy retrogression from the front), 
Yellow Jack, Puck, Mr. Verdant Green, Pretty Boy, and others we could 
not distinguish for the moment. There were scarcely any noticeable 
changes whilst the lot were traversing the backstretch. lleppo main- 
tained his distinguished position as leader, and on reaching the Turf- 
famed Tattenham Corner Point he was three-quarters of a length before 
anything else in the race. Yellow Jack emerged from the ruck, and 
gradually passing his horses took second place to Aleppo as the pair 
crossed the road, and thus bore away for the straight. Bay Hilton (late 
Barbarina coit) lay at Yellow Jack’s girtus, and Fazz»lietta and Cannobie 
were fourth and fifth. Vandermulin was next at the head of the next lot, 
which presented quite a “‘tail;” and by this time Artillery and Went- 
worth had both compounded and were in diiliculties; indeed, Artillery 
seceded entirely into the rear. Alieppo shot his bolt before getting to the 
distance. 
dermulin rushed by Fazzoletta, Cannobie, and Yellow Jack, and took the 
first place. Another important movement was here distinguished on the 
part of Ellington, who kept steadily progressing towardsthe van. Yellow 
Jack went on second to Vandermulin, Fazzoletta, Cannobie, and Elling- 
ton being the next three. Entering the distance there was still further al- 
terations. Vandermulin here showed unequivocal symptoms of distress, 
and failed to realize the sanguine expectations of his owner. Ellington 
now came to the front, and on the retirement of Vandermulin lay abreast 
of Yellow Jack; in this way the competing pair passed the stand amidst 
such intense excitement as has seldom been witnessed, Ellington on the 
lower ground and Yeilow Jack on the upper portion nearest the betting 
ring ; in a spiendid contest to the chair the former seemed nevertheiess to 
possess a manifest advantage, and he seemed to catch the judge’s eye first 
by alength. Caunobie and Fazzoletta both struggled hard at the stand 
to overhaul the leaders, but were pumped out, and failed in their efforts. 
Lord John Scoit’s horse was, however, half a length from Yellow Jack, 
and a length behind Cannobie finished Fazzoletta. Vandermulin was an 
indifferent fifth, and close up with him was Aleppo. Bay Hilton, Bird-in- 
Hand, Fly-by-Night, Wentworth, and Rogerhorpe, composed the next 
iot of horses by the post, but they began to pull up as they passed the 
stand. The last division brought up Cotswold, Newington, The Prince, 
Mr. Verdant Green, Astrologer, Artillery, and Wandering Willie, all 
beaten away ; the two last named so finished the absolute couple. And 
so ended the Great Derby of 1856.

Ah! ma 
foi! ButI shall look over a Greek dictionary, find outa jaw-cracking 
word, and set up myself, Quatremeres de Serin, for a Professor of the Pail- 
osophy of Collars, and as you good Americans say: “Go him!

The cause 

of all this extraordinary stir in Dijon was the holding there for the first 
time of a great cattle and agricultural show, aconcours regional as it is 

-alled, embracing no less than 11 departments, viz., the Haate-Marne, 
Cote-a’Or, Moselie, Meurthe, Vosges, Hante-Saone, Bas: Rhin, _Haut- 
Rhin, Doubs, and Jura. A pressing circular was sent to the principal 
inhabitants of all these departmenis, re questing them to further the ob- 

ject of the meeting ‘sn the name oi the dearest interests of agricul- 
nT do not purpose to give you any systematic account of the cattle show, 
which, although a great event here, cers litle that would interest your 
readers. This is not a great breeding district, although—and this is the 
idea of the promoters of the present exhibition—there is no reason why 

it should not be made one. The pens necessarily offered littie to interest 
the stranger whose ideas of fat cattle are formed upon the Christmas 
show in Baker-street, or the recent scarcely inferior exhibitions in Paris. 

There were some good Merino rams of the Cole-d’Or, some of which it is 
said have been bought by English breeders for the purpose of crossing. 
There were also some very respectable specimens of bulls and cows from 
the Franche-Comte, and some half-bred horses of a rather peculiar de- 

scription, admirably adapted by their strength and lightness to make 

toemseives geueraily useful. But, on the whole, the cattle show can only 
be regarded asa stimulus to truitful competition in a country which 
sands in great need of improvement, and not as a collection of speci- 
mens worthy of admiration. Some few agricultural instruments, not 
well known in this part of the world, were exhibited to the wondering 
eyes of the peasantry. The weather, cold and wet, was very unfavora- 
ble, and prevented many farmers from bringing their stock to the show. 

] now take leave of the bovine, ovine, porcine, and chevaline races, and 

come to the reaily great and distinguishing feature of the present gather- 

ing at Dijon. 

The cards of invitation to the dinner at the Hotel de Ville contained 
the tempting announcement that on this occasion the guests would have 
an opportunity of tasting specimens of alli the finest wines of Burgundy. 
But, besides being favored with one of these cards, I was fortunate 
enough to be asked to a preparatory break/ast, organised by the principal 
wine-growers of the Cote d’Or for the purpose of a solemn public tasting 
of the best wines in their cellars. Professional tasters brought down sve- 
cially from Paris, assisted by a local committee and Mr. Selby of London, 
were empanelled as a jury to make a report upon the results of the day. 
Among the owners of celebrated vineyards present were MM. Ouvrard, 
De Beuvrand, Belair, Lauseurre, F. Coste, Vienot, Count de Grancey, 
Marquis de Co:doue, Edouard Michaud, and many others Whose names 
I did not learn. 

This Wine Congress, the fame of which—if the feelings of those pre- 
sent may be accepted as any criterion of the sentiments of posterity—will 
endure as long as there ghall be vineyards in the Cote a’Or, was holden at 
jon at ten in the morning of May 15, 1856, in the Hail of Flora, in the 
ancient palace of the Dukes of Burgundy—the birthplace of Jean Sans 
Peur, Philippe le Bon, and Charles the Bold. It is not without a purpose 
pertinent to the occasion that I here recail the names of those steel-clad 
warriors. It must not be supposed that their shades look with indiffer- 
euce or contempt upon the Wine Congress of D jon of 1556, for, in point 
of fact, the peaceful successors of their vassals are but following out the 
traditional policy of the Dukes of Burgundy in the old warlike’ times, 
woick Was, by taking every opportunity to prove to the foreigner the ex- 
celence of! Bargundian wines, to open new markets for the staple com- 
modity of the duchy, At every conclusion of peace, aiter their many 
iront.er wars, the Dakes of Burgundy, instead of giving to foreign princes 
and diplomatists stars, crosses, ribands, and snuff- boxes, sent them ham- 
pers of Burgundy wine. And in order to procure the best possible speci- 
mens lor presentation they convoked, in the very building (now used as 
the Horel de Ville) where the congress of yesterday was held, meetings of 
wine growers, who submitted their choicest samples to tasters nominated 
vy the reigning Dakes. A str king proof of the success of their policy 
in @ COmmercial point of view exists to this day. Tne taste for Bur- 
gundy “ines was so thoroughly engrafted upon the Fiemish population 
by means of these gifts that te this day some of the best assorted cellars 
ot Burgundy in the worid are to ve found in Flanders, and that not only 
in great houses, but among people of moderate means. So notorious is 
‘hie fact that one of the tasters selected yesterday was chosen upon the 
express ground that he wasa Fiemish geutieman, and therefore presuma- 
bly a good judge of Burgundy. 

To return from this digression—about 50 gentlemen sat down to break- 
fast in the Hall of Fiora yesterday. The Mayor of D jon presided, sup- 
ported by tne Mayor of Beaune, who saton his right hand. The bottles 
sent to the tasting were arranged ir. the jorm of an elegant pyramid on the 
dais at the upper end of the hall. M. Evouard Michaud, ot Beaune, the 
presicent of the tasting commiitee, made a short introductory speech, and 
rom time to time rose during the breakfast to announce particular series 
of wines. Hach guest was furnished with two small wine glasses of dif- 
ferent sizes, a decanier of water to wash them out, and a large tumbler (a 
most necessary commodiiy), in which to pourout that surplus of the sdm- 
ples whict due respect for his head, to say nothing ofthe dinner that was 
io come after, might make a prudent man disinclined toswallow. These 
‘umblers were replaced from time to time by the servants as occasign re- 
quired. As the wines were handed round in rapid succession, the servants 
called out the name of the proprietor, the description of wine, and the 
year of the growth. After a few specimens of the best sorts of ordinary 
Wine, the most curious old wines in the coilection were introduced—such 
as Corton of 1802, of the Count de Grancey, and Clos de Maltroye of 1806, 
ofM.de Beuvrand. It was admitted that these were not the better for 
tneir extreme age. Tiey were given merely as curiosities, and to show 

how iong Burgundy may be kept and yet retain its vinous properties. 
abe fitty-foureyear-old Corton was of the color of a fine Madeira, quite as 
bright, and very like Madeira in taste. Nobody but aconnoisseur would 
have recognised itasa Burgundy, but it was still a magnificent wine. 

Clos Yougeot of 1S26—a moderate year—was found to be tulicolored with 

soma ike port, and in perfect drinking order. Some Clos de Maltroye 

4823 was pronounced decidedly too old. The opening of a bottle—a

Vavrera’s Clos Vougeot of 1819 had, he said, been brought back from 
England, where it was not appreciated. It had been sold to the trade in 
Urgundy at the rate of Sfr. or 9fr. a bottle, wholesale price. It was the 
linest wine ig the whole world, and the speaker submitted that it would 
°© & flagrant injustice to any other wine to taste it afterwards. The 
“ompany, however, decided by acclamation that the wine drawn must be 
drunk. The general opinion was that this wine had lost much of its 
ivaity, and it was suggested that the last speaker had probably tasted it 
a years ago, when it was much beiter. This is a good opportunity to 
Place an observation, which I found upon a concurrence of very compe- 
Baan hority—that from 10 to 15 years is the golden period in the age of 
cone eudy red wines. With the exception of the wines of 1534, which are 
mod young fresh, and vigorous,” I do not think we tasted @ single speci- 
come nore than 15 years’ date that had not probably been betier at 
7 antececent time.

Among the first 





wines offered of the class which may be said to be in the market was the 
Corton of 1834, sent by M. Gauthey, one celebrated hamper given to the 
Emperor afier the coup d'etat, with a quaint address (published in the 
Moniteur of the time), telling the Emperor that he was of a “bon cru,” 

that he had been*‘three years in bottle, thatis to say power,” and that ““Na- 
poieon” was as much asto say “Corton.” A wine not much known in 
England, nor even in Paris, Lambray, (1834) was voted excellent (towt-a- 
fait wn grand vin), The La Tache (1834) of M. Belair was pronounced 
superb. The result of the day proved in a most decided manner the su- 
periority of the vintage of 1834 over 1842. Almost allthe wines of 1542 
have more or less gone off. At this period, the company having well 
breakfasted and drunk quite enough, several pecp'e rose from their seats 
and formed groups, indulging in desultory conversation. They were re- 
called to their places by a speech from the Assistant Mayor, who with 
much energy announced that the most important part of the proceadings 
was yet to come, and that the tasters were notin the least tired, and be- 
sought them to remember that this was a great and solemn occasion, the 
like of which no man present had ever seen before and would probably 
never Jive to se2 again. Upon this the Mayor of Beaune, whose jolly 
countenance gave a pledge for the truth of his words, said that his friends 
about him were all ready to “‘go on.” The most interesting part of the 
proceedings now follows. One greatobject of the meeting was to dispel 
a prejudice existing in the minds of many foreigners that Burgundy wines 
will not bear iong journeys. In order to enable the congress to forma 
judgment upon this point three specimens were produced of first-clas 
wines certified to have made long voyages, and side by sjde with them 
were exhibited botiles from the same bin which had been ke pt at home. 
The first specimen was a Pommard of 1842, belonging to M. F. Coste, 
which had been to Calcutta and back. Tne difference between this wine 
and that of the same year which had remained at home was very 
great indeed. The Calcutta wine was much paler, less full flavored, and 
in short appeared fully ten years older than the other. In my opinion it 
was not so good: and this, although no formal vote was taken on that 
issue, was evidenity the opinion of the great majority of the meeting. 

A gentleman proposed to vote thatthe wine which had been to Cal- 
cutta was better than that which had remained in the proprietor’s celiars. 
This proposition was received with loud cries of *‘No, no,” and ‘‘We 
come here to speak the truth.” As the chairman. was about to put the 
question, the mover said with great excitement, **You are about to vote 
that Burgundy wines will not travel.” A desultory and somewhat ex- 
cited conversation followed, during which the old Marquis de Cordoue 
exclaimed, ‘I think this wine has been playing aqui perd gagne” (the 
game in which the loser wins). Ultimately it was agreed that the ques- 
tion should not be put in the original form, and the company was asked 
whether they found the Pommard that had come from Calcutta ‘a good 
and excellent wine,” a question which they answered unanimously and 
conscientiously in the affirmative. The next experiment proved much 
more conclusively that Burgundy wines will bear long voyages. Some 
Voinay of 1846, belonging to M. Chansow, of Beaune, which had been 
to the Brazils, was voted unanimously much better than that which had 
remained at home. 

The result of these two experiments seem to show that travel adds to 
the wine prematurely that quality which is o:dinarily acquired by age. 
In the case of the 1842, which, as has been already observed, isa vin- 
tage which goes off quickly, the Calcutta wine returned with the faults of 
too much age. But the rich 1846, which is yet toonew at home, was 
decidedly improved by foreign travel. The third trial in this kind was a 
Romanee-Conti of 1842, which had travelled through Russia and China 
and back again, having been four years on the journey. In this case the 
wine from the home bin was better, but the other, considering the time 
it had passed in every variety of climate, was still marvellously good. 
After other specimens of red wines, we finished with the white. The 
best of these, beyond all comparison, was a Montrachet wine of 1518 
This had not lost one jot of any good quality by its greatage. Several 
sparkling Burgundies, Clos Vougeots and others, were tasted, but the 
palm was decidedly borne away by a sparkling La Tache (vieux ceps), 
which rivals the Venve Cliquot Champagne. After a sitting of three 
hours it was found fmpossibie to keep the company together, and the 
chairman reluctantly announced the tasting was postponed till dinner. 
After a walk to the Park, to get up an appetite and see the Ca'tle Show, 
the company re-assembled at seven o’clock in the Hotel de Ville, and 
were joined by the agriculture! juries and many invited guests. Two 
hundred and twenty persons sat down toa sumptuous dinner provided 
by the local Chevet M. Dastier. The grand wines were again handed 
round in profusion, and the tasting commmittee met in the evening to set- 
tle their report. Eight farming cervants in blouses, who had received 
pr zes for long and faithful services, sat at the upper table, near the 
mayor. It was expected that some free-trade speeches would be made, 
but there were, in fact, no speeches worth noticing. There was, how- 
ever, one important toast, which was received with loud applause; it ran 
thus—‘*To liberty of commerce, the true means of the union of peoples.” 
I cannot conclude this letter without expressing my gratitude for the great 
kindness and hospitality I have met with at Dijon. Daily News. 


INDIAN RELICS. 


A gentleman from Alexandria has just handed us the following details 
of a recent discovery in that place which well deserves the attention of 
the curious in such matters. Prof. Prindal, of Washington, to whom a 
portion of the relics have been presented, wiil doubtless publish his views 
and give to the world the benefit of his reseaaches in the abtuse mysteries 
of the science of Lak ka koo-ler, with the ancient rules and observances 
in vogue among the Aborigines of the country, in that remarkable game. 
We learn that the entire coilection will be deposited in the Patent Office 
at Washington City. 

The heavy excavations in front of the ancient Herbert house, in Alex- 
andria, Va., have resulted in discoveries wortby the attention of the cu- 
rious. The progress of the work céveloped large chambers, three in num- 
ber, with circular walls. Tuese were subdivided into smaller apartments, 
in one of which was found a sarcophagus of compact limestone of a grey 
or bluish color, which must have been originally quarried from the cal- 
cerous rocks upon which Alexandria is built. It looks as solid and unbro- 
ken as when first taken from the quarry. The contents on opening, were 
found to be a human skeleton, seven fect nine inches in height, in good 
preservation—seven shark’s teeth, seven copper rings—seven copper 
plates, the size of a small breakfast plates, the latter having engraved on 
them figures ofthe elk, tue dog, beaver and mastadon—seven bones shaped 
like a mustard spoon and belonging to the Raccoon, (procyon lotor,)— 
breast bones of some large bird, supposed by De. T. to belong to the Wild 
Turkey, (meleagris galipavo)—a vessel of black and grey pottery which 
would probably bold a quart, in which were forty-nine white oblong pieces 
of bone or ivory, about tue usual size for a visiting card and higtly polished, 
one side being blank and the reverse ornamented with engraved heads, 
arrows, stars, suns, birds, &c., numbering from one to seven respectively. 

Mr. James Fossett, of Alexandria, who was witn Lewis and Clark’s 
expedition to the Rocky Mcuntains, and who was then known asa cele- 
brated hunter and Indian fighter, says that he saw bones of a similar des- 
cription at the falls of the Yellow Stone river, a noted camping place for 
Indians; that they used them in gaming, Somewhat as inthe modern 
game of bluff, that when the red man was delt the highest hand, seven 
sevens, (which was of rare occurrence,) he would leap from his seat 
and ejaculate the words, Lak ka-koo ler, which his been since anglicised 
by our western brethren into Larrycooler, which signifies the highest 
hand at cards, tantamount to three white aces atbrag. The sarcophagus 
and its contents are now in the possession of A. G. Newton, Esq., of 
Alexandria, with the exception of the last named relic of ancient gaming, 
which has been presented to Professor Prindal, of Washington City. The 
exterior of this tomb (in which its occupant, probably some great Baba-- 
shela, has slept for a thousand years,) is thus described by Judge N. a cele 
brated antiquary: ‘The inscription presen's four parts or divisions and 
has no appearance of being a record or epitaph as might be supposed, 
bat is evidently intended to record some important event, probably a com- 
bat. The first commencing on the left is an Indian armed with bows 
and arrows and may represent a body of armed Indians. The second 
appears to be all hieroglyphics, and probably its definition invo'ves the 
greater part of the secret, though it doubtless refers more particularly to 
the first part. The third division is evidently @ vessel with bow, stern, 
rudder, cable and anchor; the triangle on the starboard quarter, | believe, 
denoets in hieroglyphic language fighting, OF @ place to fight from, a fort 
or battery; there are several double and single triangles in the second 
part. In the fourth division we see two human figures, evident'y differing 
from that in the first, without bows and arrows, they appear to represent 
the party connected with the vessel, On the side opposite are the ag 
of the Buffalo, Elk, and Mastadon.” trp eammaat ten

Both had broods of unfledged ones under their protection at the same time, 
Mischievous lads in time found them out and threw at the nest of thros- 
tles, trying thus to dislodge them. The gardener, for their protection, feel- 
ingly placed them in a cage out of harm’s way in an adjoining bush, but 
the old birds aprear not to have relished this kindly meant interierence, 
and have not been since seen on the spot. The robins have, however, 
adopted tbeir neighbor’s offspring, and have tended them carefully, having 
been often seen feeding them in the cage. Their own natural charge are 
dead, but whether they died before the adoption of the young throstles 
cannot be discovered. We must suppose they did, and that little red- 
breast had not forgotten the old maxim that “charity begins at home ”

Many 
thousands of spectators lined the west shore, and the river was fairly alive 


with a multitude of boats, all full of eager lookers-on. After the refreshing 
showers of the previous night and morning the atmosphere cooled down 
to a delightful temperature, so that the manly contests of the boatmen 
were witnessed with unalloyed pleasure. The river was calm and un- 
ruffed as a woodland lake, and it would have been difficult to seclect a 
more propitious day for the occasion. We copy the following report 
from the **Tribune” :— 


There were three races—first, between four-oared boats ; second, two 
pairs of sculls; third, single pairs of sculls. The contests were for tne 
following prizes : ' 

First Race—Four-Oared Boats—First prize, $150; second prize, $50; 
third prize, $10. 

Second Race—Two Pairs Scwlls—First prize, $25; second prize, $10; 
third prize, $3. ; - ; 

Third Race—Champions—Single Pair Sculls—First prize, $50 ; second 
prize, $20; third, $5. — 

In the first race, the following four-oared boats participated, having by 
lot the choice of position, in the order in which they are designated, and 
each one carrying a distinctive number, from one up to six, the first boat 
taking the in-shore position: 

W.H. Tarboss, of New York. 

Experiment, Metropolitan Club, of Williamsburgh. 
Flora Temple, of New: Jersey. 

Brooklyn Belle, of New York. 

Falcon, of Philadelphia. 

Americus, of Greenpoint. 

The course of the race was from the judge’s boat, opposite One-hun- 
dred-and-sixth street, down the river, to tne stake-boat at the foot of 
Ninety-first street, turning it from the westward, thence up the river to 
the stake-boat opposite One hundred-and-seventeenth street, turning it 
from the eastward, and returning to the judge’s boat. This course was 
rowed over twice by each class, making the distance performed five miles. 
It would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, to trace with accuracy 
the progress of each boat throughout the race, from the large number of 
other boats, which continually obscured our view; we will therefore give 
the time at which they passed and repassed the judge’s boat. At the 
word **Go!” they flew away over the water with surprising speed, al- 
though some of the oarsmen seemed so nervous that their blades scarcely 
touched the water. The Tarboss soon took the lead, and maintained it 
throughout. After rounding the lower stake-boat, they went past the 
judge’s boat in the following time and order:

As the boats swept by the oarsmen were enthusiastically cheered by the 
spectators, and the utmost excitement prevailed. Returning from the up- 
per stake-boat, they repassed us as follows:

It was now evident that the Tarboss led her competitors with compara- 
tive ease, and her crew kept her in place without much exertion. The 
Experiment, however, followed close, passing the Fiora Temple. On 
the second up stretch the boats went by as follows:

The Tarboss won the first prize, handsomely beating the Experiment 
22 seconds and the Flora Temple 53 seconds, for which she was most 
heartily cheered by the spectators. Mr. Coris. Thoms built the Tarboss, 
and she was manned by Patrick Lynch, first oarsman ; Matthieson, second ; 
Wm. Woods, third ; and Hugh Burns, alias Rappahannock, fourth. The 
Experiment was built by Joan McK»y, and wilido better yet. Her men 
used ‘‘spoon oars,” curved aiter the British fashion, two of which were 
finished only a few minutes before the race began, so that they had no 
time to accustom themselves to their use. 


SECOND RACE. 

The second race was between 17 feet boats rowed by two pairs of sculls. 
Tae following boats entered, with choice of place in the order in which 
they are arranged, the Wilkins taking the in-shore position :— 

Isaac P. Wilkins. Lime-K'ln Man. 
William Piggott. Joseph King. 
James Wessels. 

This race was over the same course as the former, and terminated in 

the following time :—

Both the Piggott and the Wilkins lost their priz2s by tufning the stake 
boat on the wrong side. The Wessels turned it again, once wrong, and 
then turned it on the right side, so she bore off the second prize, the Lime- 
Kiln Man taking the first. 

THIRD RACE. 

This was a contest between crack oarsmen, in 20 feet shell boats, or 
kyacks, with a single pair of sculis, for the championship. The race was 
between the following boats and men :— 

Theo. Udeli, rowed by Hugh Burns. 
America, rowed by Stephen Roberts. 
Brooklyn Boy, rowed by Thomas Diw. 
Adopted Citizen, rowed by Peter Fay.

Mr. Burns labored under the disadvantage of having rowed before in the 
first race, and he had the misfortune to lose considerable distance from col- 
lision with another boat which gotinhis way. Daw led him easily, how- 
ever, throughout the race. Both Diw and Barns having turned the first 
boat on the wrong side, forfeited their prizes, which went to Messrs. Ro- 
berts and Fay. 

Mr. Roberts said that after he saw the mistake of his competitors, he 
took hisown time in the race. On the other hand, Mr. F. D. Bigelow 
and the Other judges negiected to inform the men before starting as in the 
other cases, on which side to tura the stake-boats. Tus ended the re- 
gatta of the working beatmen. Snaould it berepeited, the managers 
ought to adopt some means of keeping the boats of spectators out of the 
way of the racers.
